The plans and specifications at hand 
provide for any part of the systems 
being put in at a time and added to 
as desired. Tlie cost is shown for 
each portion of any street in town 
and till who arc interested should 
attend the meeting and after ac- 
quainting themselves with what; the 
outlay

standpoint to both the town and 
property owners, .should give their 
opinion on the advisability of begin- 
ning the work this year.

:he city-, and it is impossible to obtain 
Help from any other place. 


The high wind, carrying live embers 


in every direction, ignited a- score of 
Hres at once, so that within half an 
liour from the first outbreak the fire 
department and people were utterly 
lielpless and tlie. center of the city was 
abandoned to its fate. 


This is the fourth great fire, which 


lias visited St. Johns. 
In February, 


1S1U, a large part of the, town was de- 
stroyed. 
In the following year there 


was another big fire, with losses of ?:?,- 
000,000. 
Hut the greatest conflagration 


of all was June l!l. 1«!5, when 2,000 
houses were destroyed, involving a loss 
of SKOIKI.OOO. 


ST. .lonxs, N. F., July 11.—Authentic 


data relative to the great lire show 
that in some respects the previous re- 
ports were overrated, while in some 
cases the facts disclose a worse state of 
affairs than even rumors indicated. It 
develops that the magnificent Catholic 
cathedral was not destroyed, and the 
Union bunk is also safe.

This did not soften mother's heart

seeing it, she did not believe in if,. Fa- 
ther was as sorry as we l>oys that she 
did not like him, for he found out from 
the first what a faithful, honest dog he 
was. lie was a yellowish brown mas- 
tiff, almost as large as a yearling calf, 
and it was vexing to have him follow 
us into the house, his great feet leaving 
mud tracks all over mother's clean 
floor.. She often spoke to him sharply, 
and at last got so provoked she one day 
drove, him out with the broom.

SPLITTING A BANK NOTE. 


How Skillful Svrlmllnr* T»k« AdTaiitux«

It is a delicate operation to split a 


bank note edgewise, but 
there aro 


rogues who do it as.easily as they could 
slice a cliee.s.-. 
It has been practiced io 


Franco and Suuth American states .sev- 
eral years, and tho men who do this 
work in the United States are half 
again as skillful as the foreigners from 
whom they lirst learned the trick. Offl- 
cers of the Hanlt of England had always 
held that no one was skillful enough to 
split one of their bank notes, American 
currency splitters can divide the firitisb, 
bank note as easily and as equally as 
they can lay open one of this country's 
issue. 


These clever rascals commonly use $5 


and 5,10 bills, which are split edgewise. 
Then they manipulate them in this 
way: 
The front of the *"> bill is deftly 


fastened to the back of the $50 and the 
buck of the note of the smaller denomi- 
nation to the face of the larger one. 
When that is accomplished the maker 
has two tV) bills that will pass current 
almost any who re. In working off thene 
split notes the shover forces the ¥50 of 
each note on the victim, who rarely 
thinks it necessary to examine the 
other side. 
l£e scans the side exposed 


to him by the trickster and of course, 
accepts it as genuine. 
Ky this device 


the splitter clears a profit 6f *t". on 
every two bank notes he works oft*. 


The work of splitting is done with a 


machine, which is manufactured 
in 


England. It consists of a burnished 
solid steel roller, two inches in dia- 
meter, hanging over a smooth plate of 
the same metal. The roller's ends rest 
in slotted uprights, and it may bo 
raised or lowered inunitesimally by 
means of screws as lino as those of tho 
Unest watch. A main screw, as f i n e l y 
threaded as

WEALTH OF THE STATESL 


Figures Which Show Thmt It Ut 


Not Evenly Distributed.

The detailed figure* of the 


ment by states, in the oenms bulletin 
ately iasoed, chows how tmerenljr 
wealth is distributed in the different 
sections of this country. Oi course 
these totals are not perfect for purposas 
of comparison, as the assessment laws 
differ in the various sfetes, but the 
LonJsrille Courier-Journal claims that 
with a few provisos they serve well 
enough to give one a fair idea of the 
relative riches or poverty of the sec; 
tions. One of the most important of 
the provisos is in regard to Illinois, 
where the state board of equalization 
estimates that the 1890 assessment rep- 
resents only one-fourth the true value 
of the property. 
This estimate is up- 


held by the fact that the assessment of 
Illinois is but a little more than one- 
third that of Ohio and is considerably 
less than that of Indiana, although 
Illinois has the great city of Chicago 
•within her borders and possesses a pop- 
ulation nearly double that of Indiana, 
lu Massachusetts the assessment is like- 
ly to be a little high-as compared with 
that of other states, as property there 
is rated at pretty nearly its true value. 


The figures indicate that the wealth 


of the' country lies more largely 
in the east than had been generally 
supposed, although it was universally 
known that the east, because of greater 
age, was the richer section. 


Massachusetts, though one of the 


smallest states in size and but sixth in 
population, is the third in assessed 
wealth, falling less than 30 per cent, 
behind Pennsylvania, while New York, 
with a population nearly three times as 
jjreat, exceeds her only 60 per cent. 
Her assessment is greater than that of 
Ohio, more than four times that of 
Kentucky, six times that of Tennessee, 
more than fourteen times that of South 
Carolina and nearly three times that of 
Missouri. 


More than one-third of the assessed 


wealth of the United States is in the 
three states of New York, Pennsylvania 
and Massachusetts, and nearly one-half 
of it is in the five stateu of New York, 
Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, Ohio and 
California. The assessment of Califor- 
nia, though that state is only about 
forty years old, exceeds that of any 
other state except New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Massachusetts and Ohio, though 
Illinois would be far ahead of her if 
property there were properly assessed. 


The six New England states, with 


about one-thirteenth, of the population 
of the union, contain one-seventh of 
the assessed wealth; Massachusetts with 
one-thirtieth of the population having 
nnc-eleventh of the assessed wealth. 
The fifteen states that were formerly 
slaveholding contain about 33 per cant, 
of the assessed wealth and about 30 per 
cent, of the population of the union. 
What was the fcld northwest territory, 
which Great Britain endeavored to hold, 
now the five states of Ohio, Indiana, Ill- 
inois, Michigan and Wisconsin, contains 
23 per cent, of the population and 25 
per cent, of the wealth, Illinois beftig 
given her proper assessment, about 
equal to that of Ohio. 


Some of the far western states, be- 


sides California, are rising rapidly in the 
scale of wealth. Thus the assessment 
of Washington or Colorado is larger 
than that of South Carolina or West 
Virginia or Arkansas. 
In fact, the as 


Jessment of Washington exceeds that of 
Nebraska, but we must take into con 
sideration that values are placed on a 
much higher scale in the new and 
western states than in the old and 
eastern states. It is safe to say that 
the newer a state is the more inflated its 
assessment is. 
There is also another 


important item to be taken into consid- 
eration in estimating the relative wealth 
of east and west. A large portion of 
the west is owned in the east, while 
very little of the east belongs 'to the 
west. 


The smallest state in the union is by 


no means the poorest. 
Little Rhode 


Island, with her 1,300 square miles, has 
a higher assessment than those of 
twenty-six states and territories. Of 
the strictly southern states only Vir- 
ginia, Georgia, Tennessee andTexas ex- 
ceed her in assessed wealth, and her as- 
sessment is more than three-ftfths that 
of Kentucky. 
Delaware, 
the next 


smallest state, has an assessment less 
than one-fourth as large as that of 
Rhode Island. The highest assessed 
valuation per head is in Massachusetts, 
where it is about S965, and the lowest is 
in the three states of North Carolina, 
South Carolina and Mississippi, where 
it is about $135 each per human being. 
In Kentucky the average is about S265, 
in Ohio about $500, in New York about 
1630, in Pennsylvania about (500, in 
Rhode Island about $020, in Michigan 
about $440, in Virginia about (235, in 
Tennessee about $200 and in Georgia 
about $305. 


The Popnlatlom of Chiu. 


The empire of China, according to the 


Ostasiatischer Lloyd, covering an area 
of 4,000,000 square kilometers, now has 
a population of 330,000,000, or about 
eighty-eight inhabitants to the square 
kilometer. Ho-Nan, it declares, is the 
most thickly populated province of the 
country, having about 210 persons to 
the square kilometer. Shan-Tnng fol- 
lows Ho-Nan with 173 to the square- 
kilometer. The boundary territory of 
Thibet numbers the least people of any 
district of the empire, there being only 
three persons to the square kilometer.

rb« Strange Spectacle to Be Seen Wlwre 


Once a City Stood. 


Away up among the sagebrush of 
Vhite Pine, far removed from the shriek 
>f the. locomotive and only disturbed by 
ihe occasional prospector, is a strange, 
;ilent city. Once more than thirty-fire 
housaml people carried on all kinds of 
msiness and traffic there. It was dur- 
ng the phenomenal rush to A Vhite Pine 
n 18G7. Many hundreds of buildings 
were erected. It was a wild, new city, 
which .never slept, and where were en- 
acted all the scenes which in the telling 
made Mark Twain and Bret Harte 
amous. This was the story which an 
old White Pine man recounted to a San 
irancisco Examiner reporter: 


"Now, if you go there," said he, "you 


see only a few of those buildings, for 
most of them have fallen in and de- 
cayed. Scattered lop cabins yet remain 
A'here mountain squirrels scurry to and 
ro at the sound of man's footsteps. 
3«t it is not of this that I started out to 


1 you, but of a second silent city 


where hundreds of men lie buried and 
where scarcely a headstone marks their 
ast resting place. The headstones, 
where there were any at all, were of 
wood and they quickly rotted away. 
Ihe formation 
all about there is 


largely of limestone. 
Water perco- 


uting- through it partakes of the 
nature of lime and this in many 


es has entirely petrified the bodies. 


So 
if 
one 
wero 
to 
dig 
here 


and there In the great graveyard he 
would find on every hand petrified men. 
n many cases they are petrified so com- 
pletely that the entire remains, even 
Sown to the features, are intact. The 
quiet graveyard, stretching over many 
aeres, numbers among its sleepers all 
classes. There are those who died in 
midwinter of pneumonia and typhoid 
fever, for in those wild times men could 
not take good care of themselves. Des- 
acradoes are there also. Numberless 
E>ersons, of all degrees, died with their 
boots on. 


"The men who came there on fortune 


bent embraced all classes. There was 
the hardened prospector and the tender- 
foot, the professional man, the farmer 
for the first time turning his attention 
toward mines and the gambling ad- 
venturer. Death settled upon them, 
high and low alike. ..Many an eastern 
family perhaps to this day are waiting 
for thu return of fatlier, son or brother. 
They havo dropped out forever, and 
there, caught by tho underground ele- 
ments and turned to stone, they will lie 
till the end of time. It is a lonesome 
;ity to visit now, but twenty-five years 
ago it was a-humming,roaring place,not 
unlike Creede at the present time, only 
larger. It looks uncanny now and I do 
not often visit it, but when I do I am 
constantly impressed with the uncer- 
tainty of all human affairs. The old 
wooden headstones that yet remain are 
exceedingly suggestive." 


RUSSIA'S GREAT RAILWAY. 


It Will Co.t •183,82C,OOO, and Will Be 


Nearlr 5.OOO HUn Long. 


The construction of the world's long- 


est railroad is progressing rapidly along 
the river valleys and across the steppes 
of Siberia, says the Philadelphia In- 
quirer. The western extremity of the 
road is the mining town of Miask on 
the eastern side of the Ural range, and 
its eastern terminus is at Vladi vostok, 
on the sea of Japan, making a total 
length of 4,785 miles, •which is nearly 
twice the length of the Canadian Pacific. 
Its cost, including surveys, grading, 
buildinff, stations, rolling stock, anft, 
indeed, everything needed for its con- 
struction and equipment, is estimated 
at $183,825,000—an enovmous amount, 
but profitably invested, and far less 
than 'the cost of a useless European 
war. 


The country through which the road 


will run presents no great engineering 
difficulties, and across the vast plains it 
will hardly require the grading of a 
roadbed. It is also for the most part 
fairly populous, much of it being very 
fertile and the rest rich in numerals; so 
that along its entire route the road will 
open up and develop a country of mag- 
nificent resources and of almost inex- 
haustible agricultural and mining 
wealth. 


The various Desalts which will even- 


tually follow the completion of this 
great work cannot of course be fully 
estimated in advance, but some of them 
may be partially foreseen. 
One of 


these is that by means of this road 
Russia leaps at a single bound into the 
indubitable position of the most formid- 
able of Asiatic powers. Through this 
road England is made insecure in India, 
anrl, whenever the contest for suprem- 
acy in eastern Asia is precipitated, the 
whole northern frontier of China will 
be open at every point to the massing 
of Russian troops. 


]>ut, altogether apart from its avail- 


ability and importance in war, its com- 
mercial, industrial and poHtical possi- 
bilities are simply incalcuable. It will 
bring the hidden section of Asia into 
full connection with the rest of the 
world. 
The cRussian government is 


now solicitous about keeping foreign- 
ers out of the provinces beyond the 
Ural mountains and the Caspian. With 
Ihe completion of this road a new era 
will begin, travel and commerce will 
follow an unbroken route from the west 
af Europe to Japan, the ideas of civili- 
zation elsewhere prevalent will be in- 
troduced and take root, and gradually 
thoso changes will occur which will
